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| “Elephant-Bear’s” Bones. 


i &a U.S. National Museum | 


Bones. of a great beast that 
looked like a bear, had feet rather 
lke an elephant's, but was not very 
nearly related to either animal, are 
on display in the Smithsonian tn- 
stitution in Washington. The fos- 
ails were found In the Big Horn 
Basin region in Wyoming. The skel- 
eton was embedded in a matrix of 
stone, says Selence Service, 

The creature, known to scientists 
as Coryphodon, was heayy-bodled 
Nike a tapir and not quite so high 
at the shoulder as an ox. It prob- 
ably was pretty much “boss” in {ts 
day, some sixty nillllon years ago, 
for its great bulk was reinforced 
by a pair of formidable 8- Inch 
tusks tn Its. Jaws. 

Coryphodon's foot bones are what 
especially intrigue scientists, The 
animal neither walked flat-footed 
like a bear nor wp on the ends of 


its thick toes Iike a modern ele. 


phant, It seems to have been pro- 
greasing In the latter direction, 
however, especially In Ita forefeet 
which bore the grenter part of tis 
welght. its galt probably was n 
slow shuffle, Ike that of the mofl- 
ern élephant. 


In the same reglon where the 


elephant-bear flourlshed there lived 
also the earlier types of horses. 
) Phe latter Ine hag survived, while 
the bigger, more dominant brute 
has perished. The horsge-ancestors 
made up for their lesser bulk and 
fighting ability by greater agility 
and brain eapacity, and therefore 
greater adaptability. The elephant. 
bear, a massive, stahborn conserva: 
tive, was beaten by a changing 
world which [t could nelther under 
stand nor get used to,
